To: Honorable Mayor Dun- 
can Padgett and Pahokee City 
Council. 

Itis with genuine regret that 
this notice of resignation is sub- 
mitted, effective September 13, 
1967. The decision to resign 
is not voluntary in a conven- 
tional sense, but has been forc- 
ed upon me. After careful de- 
liberations during the past 
months of the hardships and 
duress imposed upon my home 
and family and other adversi- 
ties that have so sorely affect- 
ed our lives, as а responsible 
person I have no other choice. 


As a councilman I have al- 
ways been fully aware of the 
obligations of my office and of 
a sacred trust to serve all of 
the people of Pahokee ind to 
promote and protect their best 
interests.

Of $1,158,510 For 1967 


The City of Belle Glade 
monthly issues reports form the 
various departments. These re- 
ports can be a good indication 
of the development of ош 
city 

Building Inspection Depart- 
ment: A $1,158,510 drop over 
last year is reported in the 
valuation of building for which 
permits have been issued in 
the city. The building inspec- 
tor Tom Parham gave several 


explanations for the drastic 
drop. First he said, several 
large school additions меге 


under construction last year, 
inflating that figure. In addi- 
tion, he said, no permits were 
issued during a two month 
period this year. “People want- 
ed to build but financing was 
not available.” Building last 
year also included many 4 unit 
apartment houses. Money is 
still holding some builders 
back. Parham said. 

Permits have been issued for 
several new homes with ап 
average valuation of $10,000 
and three business with a total 
valuation of $116,800. 


Marina reports that $496 
in campsite fees were collected 
during August. 

Library circulation totaled 
3,227. This was about equally 
divided between adult and 
juvenile books. 


The sewage department re- 
ports a flow of almost 14 mil- 
lion gallons.
